SHOOTING 


John F. Lubbers, nightwatchman 
for the California Wine Association 
at Winehaven, killed hmself last 
night at 9 o'clock by shooting im- 
self through the head. The body 
_was found shortly afterward on one 
of the lower floors of the winery by 
Alexander Johnson, an employee of 
the plant who imparted the informa- 
tion to Manager Wilson and that 
gentleman notified the authorities. 

The weapon, a 38-caliber revolver, 
with which the deed was committed, 
remained ¢fatched in the dead man’s 
hands when the body was found. 

But little is known of Lubbers 
except that befare coming to work 
for the Californfa Wine Association 
eight years ago he had been employ- 
ed by the W, P. Fuller Paint com- 
[pany as a watchman for their plant 
in South San Franeisco. He was 
born in Germany and came to this 
country many years ago and shortly 
afterward took out naturalization 
|papers. So far as is known he had 
no relatives here. 

As to the cause of the suicide 
,that can only be conjectured. It is 
presumed that the man may have 
brooded over the condition of his 
relatives in Germany or possibly the 
lonely life he led at the winery ag 
@ watchman may have affeeted his 
mind. 

The body was taken in charge by 
Cononer, Curry and is now at the 
morgue on 11th street. He is mak- 
ing an effort to ascertain whether 
or not the dead man hed anv rela- 
tives in this country. The date for 
the inquest has not yet been set.
